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Continuation of 3. Cancelling claims 11 and 12 and adding new independent claim 13 raises new issues and requires further 
consideration and search. Claim 13 requires further consideration and a new search because claim 13 adds the new limitation of 
increasing the set of degree of multiplexing as the detected number of retransmissions increases. In the previous claims (particularly 
dependent claim 12), recited decreasing the degree of multiplexing for signals other than the retransmission signal multiplexed with the 
multiplexed retransmission signal as the number of retransmissions increases. In new independent claim 13, not only does "incr eases 
the set of degree of multiplexing as the detected number of retransmissions increases" raise new issues that would require further 
consideration and search but also the limitation, "decreases a degree of multiplexing for the signals other than the re transmission signal 
spread by the plurality of spreading sections as the detected number of retransmission increases" because the previous limitation does 
not recite "spread by the plurality of spreading sections..." Therefore, new independent claim 13 requires further consideration and 
search. 
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
